They, to- 
KcUier with Mlfls Mary McKee of the 
home eeoiiomics extension depart- 
ment of the University of Illinois, 
held an uU-duy meethiB with u lunch- 
eon at noon. 

Lengthy dlucusBJon was Klven to 
the varloua ways of putting heniH 
and seams In dresses. Miss McKee 
recalled the days when French seams 
were considered the only proper 
Hcams for finishing dresses. 

"Today, however," she said, 
"French seams are almost tahoo. 
■\Vliy shonldn't they be? They are 
liothersomo. they are not pretty, they 
wim'l permit a dress to hanR properly, 
and they are not as easily _made as 
other kinds of seams. Expensive 
dresses hought in the most exclusive 
shops never have French seams." 

Miss McKoe exhihlted specimens of 
Bcams used for different materials. 
For organdy a tiny plain scam had 
been made, the edges then heing 
plcoted. This resulted in a strong 
seam— and an attractive one. Pink- 
ing was suggested for woolen mater- 
ials and some silks. All materials 
wore studied. 

Miss McKee displayed sketches of 
newest spring and summer styles 
and samples of materials suggested 
for making afternoon dresses, en- 
sembles, smocks, house dresses, and 
lingerie. 

Prints and ginghams in colorful 
gay patterns, linens, and dimities pre- 
vailed. 

Fagoting was studied as a trim- 
ming. Fagoting is used for joining 
two edges of materials. The edges 
are basted evenly apart (from one- 
fourth to Ihree-eighta of an Inch). 
the thread Is fastened in one edge 
and then the other, the result being 
Eimilar to a hrlar stitch— boasting 
somewhat the appearance of tiny 
hour glasses.

It's Most Important 
To Study Color Scheme 

FLOORS, walls, and oelling form 
the background of a room. For 
proper balance and a feeling of 
stability the deepe.^t note should be 
at the bottom— tho floor; the walls 
should be neutral in color and med- 
ium in tone, the ceilings light. 

A three-color scheme Is always 
richer than two colors.

Urhana, May 1(1— The "trapping 
Benson" Is at hand for tho codling 
moth, that insect which every year 
piles up destruction In orchards of 
the state hy causing wormy apples. 
S. C. Chandler, assistant Gntomoliglst 
of tlie Illinois State Natural History 
survey, has reported to the CoUogo 
of AgrlcuUnre. University of Illinois. 
The "traps" themselves are nothing 
more than hands of paper placed 
abont tho tninks of tho trees. To 
catch the most worms, hands should 
he In place hy the first of June In 
southern Illinois and by the middle 
of tlie month In the central part of 
tho Btato, Chandler said. 

"Trapping la highly effective In 
control of the codling moth because 
•when It Is In tho work stage, the In- 
flect Instinctively searches out some 
hiding place on tho trunk of the tree 
In which to change to, tho motli 
Btage/' Chandler explained. "By 
catching tho worms In tho paper- 
band "traps," orchardlBts can roduccj 
the Injury from tho next generation.

If they are Riven popples to make, 
they are helped to help themselvs. In Illinois the llow- 
ors are made by disabled hoy.*!. 

IxsKion posts pay the man one cent for each poppy 
ho makes. When biiyinu the llowor, appreciate the time 
It lakcH to earn one cent. Are the iwpplos perfect? No. 
they are not. They are made by men who are ill— phyid- 
cally num. I3ut the public l.s interested. The most In- 
tnrostinR pari of the leKion work has Iteeu the recovery 
of many of the veterans who have gained now interests 
In life by once ai;ain earninK money for their personal 
needs. Kvcry poppy could tell a story of sacrifice and 
sufferiuKs and oCtnu (tf actual want, is there any reason 
why Great Ilritain. with less than one third of the popu- 
lation or the United States, should sell tliroe times as 
many poppies as we do? Does the poppy mean more to 
them?

TAX COLLECTIONS 
Income and misctiUaueons tax collections of the 
Treasury Department at WaHliington for tlie llrst nine 
months of the llscal year, which ends on July 1, totaled 
more than S:!,i;t7.l)00,00i> which was an increase of more 
than sixty million dollars as compared with the same 
pcrl(Ml a year ago. On this basis the department now 
estimates that the .surplus of the budget at Uie eml of 



the fiscal year will bo around a liundred million dollars. 

In spite of the fact that the tax rale on corporation 
earningH was reduced In the last tax bill, the Increase In 
taxes from corporntlous in the March settlement was 
around sevenlet-n million dollars. This was due nn- 
donbledlv to the greater prosiwrlty of the country and 
proves the contention of Secretary Mellon to the effect 
that lower tux rates mean more business, greater pros- 
perity and greater collections. 

Tho most striking feature In connection with the 
collections for the nine numtliM was the increase In 192!) 
of the taxes on clgarelles. Total collections were S247.- 
O0(J.8:.2.4i) In 192{I. as against S22;i.Hi7.S!U.riri In 1I»2S. a 
gain of S23,fi2S.l)(;O.S.'>. The number of cigarettes pro- 
duced upon which taxes were levied contlrmed to in- 
crease and in Morch this year totaled S.iiSlt.ulU.ILt. as 
against 8.170.466,373 In the same month of 102S. Taxes 
on pipes ami chewing tobacco returned Sl.t;7i),011t less 
revenue for the nine nu)uths. 

There Is much to be learned from a study of repoils 
which tlie Treasury Deiuirtment Issues on lax collec- 
tions. We are able to get a line on the buslnes:i condl* 
tlons of the country as In no other way. Surely the re- 
ports recently Issued indicate that there is no cessation 
in the general commercial prosperity of the country.
